MARE ISLAND AND CIVIL SERVICE RE­ 
FORM. 
The opponents of Civil Service reform 
in this State have lately been talking a 
¿¿ood deal about the votes of the Govern­ 
ment employes at Mare Island. They say 
that several hundred of these persons voted 
for Hancock and the Democratic candi­ 
date for the Legislature, in November, 
and they cite this as a particularly dis­ 
gusting and conclusive proof that Civil 
Service reform is a bad thing. We should 
like thtse gentlemen to bet out by demon­ 
strating to what extent the principles of 
Civil Service reform have ever been ap­ 
plied in tilting appointments at Mare 
Maud. It has been openly charged that 
the very men who are said to have voted 
for Hancock recently were primarily ap­ 
pointed because of their supposed subserv­ 
ience to a well-known politician. We do 
not know that this charge has any truth in 
it, but if it has it only shows that the 
lijroilss system is at the bottom of the Mare 
Island situation, and that Civil Service re­ 
in a n nover has had anything to do with that 
u tuatioxi. The doctrine, however, that 
flovernment appointments ought to be 
made dependent upon the politics of the 
applicant, is hopelessly vicious. Poli­ 
ticians have become so saturated with the 
spoils ptiuciple that many of them appear 
a tually incapable of perceiving its evils, 
but though partisans may exclaim aud pro­ 
test against reform it is none the less 
necessary to urge it. There is only one 
rational and detfeuaible mode of conducting 
the public service, and that is by applying 
business principles to it. Whoever calls 
this ‘‘sentimental” or “ goody-goody,” 
simply betrays 1 is ignorance of what is 
proposed, for the fact is that the spoils 
system is based on sentiment, and that 
civil service reform involves a return to 
sober practical rules. The Civil Service re­ 
former asserts that there ought not to be any 
essentia! distinction between the methods 
of conducting public business aud the meth­ 
ods of conducting private business; that 
efficiency, integrity, industry, ought to be 
made the testa of fitness in the public service, 
precisely as they are made the test3 of 
fitness in private employment; that poli­ 
ticians, and especially Congressmen, ought 
not to be allowed to secure followings for 
themselves, and to intrench themselves in 
office, by bestowing appointments for par­ 
tisan services upon men who are not other­ 
wise fitted for them ; that no party can 
be entitled to claim the possession of the 
entire civil service as a perquisite of 
power; that politics aud the public busi- 


n.>3S ought to be divorced as completely 
as possible ; that the nation, without dis­ 
tinction of party, has a right to demand 
and insist upon this change ; and that to 
opoose it is to set faction above country. 
We have never yet seen one of 
these positions successfully confuted, 
and we do not expect to tee one of them 
confuted. On the contrary, we believe 
that whoever is capable of reasoning, and 
•will reflect upon them dispassionately, 
must become convinced of their soundness 
and force. We believe that the psople are 
arriving at this conviction rapidly, and 
that in a Ehort time the demand for Civil 
Service reform will become so general and 
imperative that the partisans who cannot 
recognize any claims but thoso of faction, 
or any means of carrying on politics but 
through the corrupt and corrupting agency 
of the spoils system, will be compelled to 
find better reasons for their obstructive 
attitude than they have yet shown, or 
rbandon resistance to the reform movement. 


The first short session of the State Leg­ 
islature held under the new Constitution 
opens to-day. There is a great deal of 
very important work to be done, and there 
arc some serious impediments in the way 
of its accomplishment. In the first place, 
a United States Senator has to be chosen, 
i to succeed Mr. Booth, and until that is out 
i of the way it cannot be expected that the 


j Legislative Lusiness will be entered upon 
I with much vigor. A session of sixty days 
is eo short that it ought to be entirely 
available for the transaction of legislative 
work, and when something like a fourth of 
it is taken up in the making of a United 
States Senator, there is danger that the 
material interests of the State may bo ne­ 
glected, or that such legislation as is needed 
may be unduly hurried through. The Re­ 
publicans, having the choice of the Sena­ 
tor, bear the responsibility of any uselc ss 
delay in making that choice. The Repub­ 
lican party will therefore earn public ap­ 
probation by entering at once upon the 
choice of a standard-bearer, thus clear­ 
ing tiie way for the important legis­ 
lativo uusinc¿3 of the session. Much of 
t :a indispensable work of the session will 
consist in remedying defects in laws framed 
in compliance with the provisions of the 
new Constitution. In several instances 
these laws have been declared invalid by 
the State Supreme Court, and in more than 
one case the defect extends to the organic 
law itself, and can only be cured by con­ 
stitutional amendments. It Í3 to be ex­ 
pected that serious deliberation will be 
given to the radical evils which actual ex­ 
periment has shown to exist in the new 
revenue system. It is sufficiently notorious 
that this system was framed in deliberate 
defiance of the best established economic 
principles, by men deeply tainted with the 
vicious theories of Communism, and who 
sought to impose excessive and unequal 
burdens upon capital. The new Consti­ 
tution was in fact essentially a raid upon 
the rich men of the State. It embodied the 
determination of certain classes to shift as 
much as possible of the weight of taxation 
upon those who had prospered. Among 
the people who at the time made the 
loudest outcry against evasion of taxation 
were many whose real purpose was to shirk 
taxation themselves, and who with un­ 
scrupulous effrontery voted to omit from 
the Constitution all recognition of the prin­ 
ciple that taxation should be equal and 
uniform. This omission was in itself an 
advertisement of the injustice of the iuten- 
tions of the Constitutional Convention, and 
a.fresh declaration of their dishonest pur­ 
pose to punish industry and enterprise by 
discriminating special taxation. The re­ 
sults of this fatuous and short sighted 
policy are now being exhibited. Capital­ 
ists are preparing to withdraw from a State 
where double and treble taxation is im­ 
posed upon them. The one fact that the 
California system of taxing shares and 
stock as property Í3 not recognized in other 
States of the Union inevitably gives them 
advantages as places of residence and fields 
of business activity, which must operate 
to draw from this community all its 
wealthier citizens if the present mis­ 
chievous and inequitable methods of taxa­ 
tion are not amended. 
The idea that 
men will fubmit to such wrongs, 
and 
quietly continue to inhabit a State which 
thus plunders them, could only have been 
seriously entertained by persons whose 
mental caliber ivaa so small that they failed 
to perceive the injustice and impolicy of 
the system they adopted. 
It is understood that an effort will be 
made to secure the repeal of the Drainage 
Act, better known as the Debris bill. Such 
an attempt can only be accounted fur by 
the supposition that the objects of the bill 
have been misunderstood by those who ob­ 
ject to it, and that tiiey fail to realize the 
gravity of the situation which called for its 
enactment. The subject of the disposition 
of the mining debris is one which calls for 
the most earnestand statesmanlike consider­ 
ation. It is a question which involves the 
prosperity of the entire Sacramento valley, 
and ultimately the integrity of the harbor 
of San Francisco. It cannot with any re­ 
gard for the truth be denominated a local 
question, but is one of State significance 
and importance. 
T.ie theory that in rais­ 
ing the necessary revenue to handle it only 
the test of immediate and direct benefits 
should be applied, is one which can have 
no justification under the circumstances. 
It is certainty as much the duty of the 
whole State to contribute to the prosecution 
ot the engineering works required p.s it can 
be the duty cf the United States to apply 
the taxes drawn from the whole nation to 
the interior improvement of particular 
localities. It is therefore to be hoped that 
the present Legislature will not only refuse 
to repeal the Act now in operation, but 
that it will provide for the continuance and 
extension of the remedial works recom­ 
mended by the State and Consulting 
Engineers. 
The question of irrigation will come up 
for treatment this sessior, and it also will 
demand very careful and intelligent han­ 
dling. The State Engineer has gathered 
sufficient data to give an idea of what is 
needed for the relief and improvement of 
the southern regions which are at present 
insufficiently provided with water. This 
also is a subject of magnitude, and must 
be legislated upon from a broad and com­ 
prehensive standpoint. If the principles 
sought to be applied by the opponents of 
the Debris bill were made use of in this 
case it would clearly be impossible to effect 
any useful results. The works required 
tor storing the surplus rainfall, and fordis- 
tributing it subsequently are beyond the 
reach of local means. They might, per­ 
haps, be undertaken by private capital, but 
in that case there is great danger that 
powers would be acquired by corporations 
inimical to the independence of the indi­ 
vidual cultivator, and therefore the case is 
evidently one for State control. 
The subject of county government, as 
well as that of municipal charters, must 
be considered also, and it is evident that 
in both these cases it may be necessary to 
propose amendments to the Constitution. 
There are many other questions of import­ 
ance which will claim the attention of the 
Legislature, but it is doubtful whether the 
time at its disposal will allow it to reach 
all these matters. It is to be hoped that a 
conservative disposition will characterize 
the legislation of the session, and that the 
best interests of the whole State will be 
strengthened and fostered, instead of be- 
iog marked out for malignant attack, as 
ha3 happened too frequently heretofore. 
Cali'ornia has had sufficient reason to de­ 
test communistic propositions and theories 
of all kinds, and even after the brief ex­ 
perience had of the new Constitution it is a 
perfectly sale assertion that if that instru* 
mont had to be voted upon again it would 
be repudiated by double cr treble the ma­ 
jority by which it was nnfcrtunately ; 
adopted.

The exciting announcement has just been 
made from Athens that the masterpiece of 
Phidias, the colossal statue of Minerva, so 
long supposed to have perished, has been 
discovered in a complete state of preserva­ 
tion. This celebrated statue was of gold 
and ivory, and the principal figure was 
thirty-nine feet in hight, the entire hight, 
including the pedestal, being forty-five 
feet. The drapery of Minerva wa3 of gold, 
the nude parts, including the face aud 
arms, being of ivory, and the eves of a 
translucent stone. The gold employed is 
said to have amounted to forty-fcur tal­ 
ents, or about £500,000 in present value. 
If therefore this statue has been recovered 
it becomes extremely interesting to know 
whether the precious garment of the god­ 
dess has also been brought to light. The 
golden drapery was so arranged that it 
could be removed, and when Phidias was 
accused by his enemies of having embezzled 
a part of the gold while making the statue, 
he proved his innocence by removing 
the metal drapery, aud having it 
weighed. He was then charged with im­ 
piety in having introduced his own like­ 
ness among the figures sculptured on the 
shield of Minerva, and for this offense he 
was thrown into prison, where according 
to some accounts he perished. The use of 
ivory instead of marble for the nude parts 
of statues-was at that time by no means 
uncommon. It was employed as a means 
of ostentation, marble being thought too 
common. Phidias, when first engaged to 
make this statue, proposed to the Atbeuiau 
legislature that the face should be of mar­ 
ble, as it was so much cheaper than ivory, 
hut a shout of indignation greeted the 
sugge.tion, and it was withdrawn. Al­ 
though the statue referred to has always 
been spoken of as one of the great sculp­ 
tor's most successful achievements, it is 
not absolutely his masterpiece, that work 
having been reserved for his Olympian Ju­ 
piter. Such a discovery, however, if gen­ 
uine, would unquestionably be the most 
important art event of the age, aud there­ 
fore further particulars regarding it will be 
awaited with deep interest.

THE METHODS OF LESSEP3. 
The manner iu which I.esseps is spoken 
of in Europe show's that his theatrical 
methods have not blinded his contempo­ 
raries to the serious defects of his charac­ 
ter. The latest discovery announced re­ 
garding his scheme, namely, that ho has 
so arranged his subscriptions as to set 
apart a sum of about §0,000,000 for his 
own special benefit, is little calculated to 
inspire confidence in him. In fact the only 
explanation which can be given of the 
ease with which subscriptions have been 
made to his project consists in the fact that 
there is at present an enormous amount of 
idle capital in the world, and that it is so 
competing for investment as to give facti­ 
tious importance to the most chimerical 
schemes. History abundantly proves that 
such appearance of confidence in a scheme 
as consists in lavish subscriptions by no 
means demonstrates its soundness. In 
truth investors have very often squandered 
their money upon the most illusory pro­ 
jects, while really valuable enterprises 
have sought support in vain. 


THE HEAD CF THE NAVY. 
It cannot be of very much importance 
that the navy should have a head, for with 
or without such supervision it is equally 
useless and impotent. A Secretary of the 
Navy, moreover, is at the best no more 
than a figurehead. The real work of the 
Department is carried on by men who hold 
office because they are indispensable. Civil 
service principles have to be applied wher­ 
ever there is skilled work to be done, and 
therefore there may be found in every 
department of government some man or 
mea who retain their places no matter 
wliat changes of administration cocur, aud 
who have to be kept simply because they 
are the real heads of the departments, and 
can alone he relied upon to transact the 
business. If the navy were ten times as 
important an arm as it is, it could get 
along very well without a Secretary until 
Geueral Garfield takes his scat in the 
White House and forms his own Cabinet.

DIRECT SUNLIGHT. 
An interesting ami an exceedingly use­ 
ful pamphlet has been published by Dr. J. 
N. Farrar, as a reprint of a report made 
to the American Dental Association, on the 
‘ Importance of Direct Sunlight in the 
Workroom.” His object is to prove that 
the policy of working all day in a north 
light Í3 not only unhealthy, but that 
shaded or reflected light is no better for 
doing tine work than direct sunlight, if it 
be indeed equal. 
After considering the 
scientific relations of the subject to me­ 
chanical art and general health he gives a 
leaf from his ownexperiencefor the benefit, 
not only of dentists, but cf all who do fine 
work in any trade or profession. He had 
a bay window built on the north side of 
his office, with very large north and 
west side windows and a skylight 
five feet Bquare, affording eo much 
light 
as 
can 
well 
be 
obtained 
from the north. 
Entering this bay 
in a high degree of health, and work­ 
ing closely, he found himself growing weak 
and very pale. At the end of the year he 
had a cough, which not only became in a 
measure chronic, but was steadily increas­ 
ing to such an extent that his acquaintances 
believed he had consumption. This weak­ 
ness of the general system was followed, 
after about a year, by a trouble in the 
eyes, causing pain in them when closely 
used in fine work, especially in cloudy 
weather. 
He then built another bay 
window, cn the south side of the house, 
arranged so that he conld regulate the de­ 
gree of intensity of the light. Before six 
months, under the same amonnt of labor 
and close confinement, he found his cough 
had left him, and his vision had become 
strong. After operating in this south bay 
window eighteen months he moved to 
an ordinary southern window, where 
he continued to experience the same 
benefit, 
though 
to a more limited 
extent. Subsequently he worked in a west 
window, where the light did not shine into 
his office for three months, and his health 
and eyes failed him again. As spring ap­ 
proached, and the sun rose high enough to 
shine above the opposite houses, his health 
improved and his eyes became stronger an- 
til the spring foliage on the trees before his 
house cut off the light, when his eyes be­ 
gan to pain him again. He then used an 
east light, the best he conld command, 
which in the morning admitted the sun's 
rays, and his health and eves improved 
again ; tint no light was as good as the 
southern. Next to a skylight observatory, 
with suitably shaded windows all around, 
and a chair in the center, bo considers the 
most practical arrangement to be a very 
prominet bay-window projected from the 
southwest corner of a block of buildings, bo 
planned as to permit the Bunlight to shine 
into it from morning until evening. 


Another year has passed away, and again 
the hotels of Sacramento are thronged with 
legislators and their following of office-seek­ 
ers. While some of the former class is ¡-till 
absent, the lath r is here to a man, and even 
more than usually conspicuous for its num­ 
bers. To-day at 12 M. the twenty-fourth ses­ 
sion of the Legislature of California will open 
iu this city. Iu anticipation of the event the 
various hotels have for the past few days pre­ 
sented an extremely animated appearance. 
Legislators from the various sections of the 
State have met and busied themselves in the 
interchange of opinions and the discus­ 
sion of projects for the organization 
of their respective houses. What heretofore 
was vague rumor has becu assuming tangi­ 
ble shape and the dimly outlined plaus of 
politicians have become rapidly crystallized 
into courses of action. In consequence of 
the fact that the Republic <u party ha3 a 
working majority in both branches of the 
Legislature, and can control the organization 
of both Senate and Assembly, more life and 
vigor is displayed in its ranks than in those 
of the disheartened Democracy. Naturally 
enough the candidates for offices are all of 
one political complexion, and the Demo­ 
cratic members are untroubled by the solicita­ 
tions of those desirous of positions. The 
Republican legions, however, aie not thus 
quiet 
and 
undisturbed. 
Autngi aistic 
factions aro earnestly seeking to as­ 
sert their supremacy. B it the bitter- 
iHss which generally characterize, political 
tights is absent from this contest among the 
Republicans, aud, despite the energy with 
which they urge their conflicting opinions, 
they seem unanimous in the deteruiiuation to 
preserve a united fror.t when it cou.es to a 
vote, 'l’here are rumors flying about to the 
effect that two Republican Assemblymen 
have announced their intention of absenting 
themselves frout the caucus. It this he true 
and they persist iu their resolution, it 
will tie the House when it comes to the 
organization, and iu sucli an eveut they might 
be ablo to dictate their own terms, with 
every probability of their beiug accepted. 
The chief interest centers on the Speaker­ 
ship of the Assembly, for which office lion. 
W. H. Parks of Marysville has by far the 
best chance of success. His friends claim that 
his election is a foregone conclusion. They 
point to his ability as a parliamentarian, and 
siy that under his .Speakership the necessity 
for an extra session will be avoided. 
THE UNITED STATES 8ENAT0USHIP. 
Present appearances point to General 
MilLr as the next United States Senator from 
California. It is true the list of his op­ 
ponents includes two of the most illustrious 
names in the State, but he undoubtedly has 
the majority of votes in his party, and in the 
game of Ameritan politics as iu that of war, 
Providence has always been noticed to favor 
the side which had the heaviest battalions. 
The other aspirants for the Senatorial 
toga, so far as yet heard from, are Sen­ 
ator Newton Booth, the present incumbent 
of thecffice, whose term expires on the 4th 
of next March, and J. McM. Shafter, a 
delegate to the late Constitutional Conven­ 
tion and a large laud-owner in Marin county. 
The best-informed pditicians—those who 
have had the largest experience in California 
politics, and whose opportunities of observa­ 
tion are acknowledged to be better than those 
of other men—declare that there exists qo 
real indication of any iuharinony in the Re­ 
publican caucus, ana that General Miller will 
i.ave a little OVER TWO-THIRDS 
Of the votes of the caucus oil the first bil­ 
lot. This opinion apjiears to bs shared 
hy the friends of other aspirants for Senato­ 
rial honors. One of the gentlemen repre­ 
senting Senator Booth’s tight prominently 
declared yesterday afterno m that he would 
return to San Fraucisco either to-day or to- 
moriow, which expre-sion is regarded by the 
friends of General Miller and other candi­ 
dates as a concession that Senator Booth has 
no longer any living show of election. 
As tar as can lie learned from the Demo­ 
crats, Judge William T.W ailace will Iu their 
c indidate for the Uuited States Senators!.ip, 
and as yet no one has been heard of w ho de­ 
sired to dispute with him the honor of the 
nomination. One of the most noticeable feat­ 
ures of the present Senatorial conflict is the 
fact that General Miller is not present and 
will not i e present during the election of 
Senator. While room No. 1 at the Golden 
Eagle is known as his headquarters, it is only 
a meeting ¿tlace for his friends. No one is 
here making hi* tight, and drinks and cigars, 
the old-time auxiliaries of United Stitts Sen­ 
atorial contests, are not brought into requisi­ 
tion by either General Miller or his friends. 
CANDIDATES FOR SPEAKER. 
As is usually the case in eleetioi s 
of all ciffic.s of honor or profit, a 
lively preparatory contest is in pro cress 
for the Speakershi;. t f the Assembly. 
The candidates are W. H Parks, of Yuba ; 
David McClure, of San Francisco ; Thomas 
Fraser, of El Dorado; J. N. Young, 
of Sacramento ; J. E. Hale, of Placer, 
and 
Chancellor 
Haitson, 
of 
Napa. 
So far as can be determined the battle seems 
to lie between Parks of Yub>, a legislator 
and parliamentarian of experience, and Hsrt- 
son of Napa, who was a member of the last 
Assembly. McClure is a well-known attor­ 
ney of the metropolis, a shrewd and self­ 
possessed politician ami the author of the 
McClure charter. Hale was a member of 
the Constitutional Convention, and one of 
the Republican nominees in 1872 for the Su­ 
preme Court., and Fraser was Speaker pro tcm . 
of the last Assembly. On Saturday evening 
some twenty-five Republican Assemblyman 
met in conference at the Capitol, with 
Streeter of San Bernardino in the Chair, and 
Leach of Solano as Secretary. No . debate 
was had over the claims of candidates, but a 
sentiment was expressed for ipeedy organiza­ 
tion and occasional caucusing. 
REPUBLICAN CAUCUS TO-DAY! 
It was resolved that a caucus beheld at 
8:30 o’clock this morning, when the Speaker­ 
ship will be considered. As the contest now 
i*, the o lds appear to be with Parks, who 
nevertheless might perhaps he defeated, in 
the event of a combination of rival candi­ 
dates, a rather improbable event. At a 
meeting held recently, at which were present 
Parks, McClure, May, Iioitt and Lewis, of 
San Francisco; Reddick of Calaveras, Pat­ 
terson of San Joaquin, Leach of Solano, and 
Jones of Calaveras, Parks declared him­ 
self a candid ite, and was warmly eulo­ 
gized by Messrs. Hoitt and May. It is 
claimed that Parks has pledged to him 
twenty-six vote3. Fraser has no material 
support; Hartson is indifferent; McClure 
will it -t carry his candidacy to any great ex­ 
tent, being willing to retire from the contest 
on the condition th.t iu the event of Parks’ 
success he shall by given the Chairmanship ot 
the Judiciary Committee. Hence, as was 
previously remarked, the chauues of Parks 
are decidedly the best. 
THE CHIEF CLERKSHIP 
Of the Assembly is aspired to by C. E. Gunn, 
of Santa Clara, the very able Clerk of the 
last Assembly, and George E. McStay, a 
popular young attorney of Stockton, San 
Joaquin county. It is reported that Gunn 
w!ll ttave a comparatively easy victory. Baker 
is conducting the canvass for McStay, wh’la 
Zuck and Hoover are actively employed in 
the interest of Gunn. For Sergeact-at-Arms 
the aspirants are R M. Apgar of San Fran- 
cisc i, ex-Bailiff of the Police Court, R. \V. 
Parker of Sacramento, the last Sergeant-at- 
Arms, E. Walters of Sacramento, and J. H. 
Mahouey of Oakland. Apgar, Parker and 
Walters, who are each well qualified for the 
position for which they are laboring, look 
equally smiling aud confident as to the result. 
Mahoney is not believed to have any prob­ 
able chance of winning, N. Morn has also 
been mentioned as a candidate, but doss not 
as yet appear with any prominence in the 
field.

McMnrray of 
Trinity was called to the chr.ir, and Ga'. igan 
of San Francisco officiated as Secretary. 
The presumed purpose of the caucus was to 
consider the propriety of making numinati ns 
for legislative offices and the United States 
Senate. The hope was expressed that since 
several of the Republicans itud stated their 
intention of staying out of the caucus, 
there might still be a chance f r the Demo­ 
crats to elect a United States Senator. But 
in view of the fact that no definite action had 
as yet been taken by the Republicans, it was 
decided to await further developments, and 
the caucus then adjourned until naif-pest 10 
o’clock this morning, without having made 
any nominations. 
THE SENATORIAL CAUCUS. 
The joint Republican caucus to discuss the 
Senatorial nominee will be held at 10 o’clock 
this forenoon at the State Capitol. A second 
informal cinference of Republican Assem­ 
blymen win held yesterday afternoon in the 
Golden Eagle Hotel, at which the twenty-five 
members who were present, it is stated, gave 
in their adherence to i’arks for Speaker. If 
such be the case, this will give him the de­ 
sired majority. Subsequently the adherents 
of Oamron and Ilartson held a consultation 
which resulted in the withdrawal of Oamron 
aud a combination of the members on Hai-t- 
sou, who thus claims the remaining seventeen 
votes of the Assembly. 
Several im­ 
provements are noticeable at the Capitol. 
The construction of a massive fence of 
stone and iron around the grounds has already 
commenced, on the strength of 810,000 ap- 
pn printed at the last session and for the 
completion of wh'ch, together with other 
contemplated improvements, an additional 
appropriation of 830,000 will be asked by the 
Commissioners of the present Legislature. 
The seats in the Senate and Assembly Cham­ 
bers have been arranged so that they now rnn 
square across instead of describing a semi­ 
circle as formerly. By this plan the several 
delegations will be seated together, and not 
scattered around the house. 
NEVER WAS A CANDIDATE. 
Felton of San Mateo county objects to the 
constant use of his name iu connection with 
the Speakership. He says he never was a 
candidate; that he was for Parks from the 
first, and that if Parks was not a candidate 
he would still refuse to ran for the position ; 
that he dees not uow aspire and ha I not at any 
time even desired the position. This cer­ 
tainly ought to be fully concludve as to Mr. 
Felton’s position. 
AFTER GAME. 
The Santa Clara Senators appear to have 
paired on the fight for the clerkship of the 
Assembly, and from the spirit manifested in 
the contest it might be concluded that all the 
personal grievances of Santa Clara county 
have chosen the arena of the Republican 
caucus as a field for “ trial by the wage of 
battle.” 
LEGISLATIVE NOTES. 
Senator Wat, Johnston of Sacramento 
will probably be chosen President pro tem. of 
the Senate. 
The Assembly will be called to order to­ 
day at the hour of noon by Gunn of Santa 
Clara, Chief Clerk of the last Assembly'. 
After the calling of the roll, and a motion 
for the appointment of a Committee on Cre­ 
dentials, the Assembly will probably ad­ 
journ for the day. 
Bert. McNulty, of San Francisco, a candi­ 
date for the office of Minute Clerk of the 
Senate, has withdrawn in favor of Lambert, 
who held the office last year, with the un­ 
derstanding that he (McNulty) be appointed 
as assistant clerk. 
The first business of importante after or­ 
ganization will be the election of a b aited 
States Senator. 
The Republican Senators will hold a caucus 
on attaches this morning at 10 o’clock.

The Eureka (Nev.) Water Company’s 
artesian well is down 50 feet, and 100,000 
gallons can be pumped from it every day. 
Levi Davis of Sonoma county has 100,­ 
000 carp from a start of five years ago. 
He says that 1,000 can be kept as cheap as 
100 hens. 
Twenty-nine dwelling-houses were erect­ 
ed west of the track, in Modesto, during 
1SS0, and 36 on the east side, making a 
total of 65.

The town of Sonoma is said to have six­ 
teen placeB where liquors of all kinds are 
sold by retail, immediately surrounding 
the plaza. This does not include the five 
wine cellars on the same square. Voting 
population of the town, 350. 
The Northern Pacific surveyors are husil v 
at work in Washington Territory. It is 
reported that another pass 200 feet lower 
than the Sheets Pass has been found. The 
snow-storms have greatly obstructed them 
in their work, and they have had to keep 
the pack train running between the various 
camps all the time to keep the trail broke.

The rain falling upon the 
snow, which was some eight feet deep, 
made it so heavy that it was precipitated 
into the flat, carrying the building, trees, 
bowlders, etc., in its headlong course. 
Sweet Home valley, in the southern 
part of Wasco county, Oregon, is becom­ 
ing a thrifty and populous district. It con­ 
tains about 300 inhabitants, two stores, 
church and school organizations, and is 
rapidly increasing in population and 
wealth. This land is fertile and produces 
all kind of vegetables, grain and fruits. 
Timber of the finest quality is near at 
hand, the slojes of the Cascades being 
covered with dense bodies of fir and other 
woods. Government land is being taken 
up, and unlimited range for stock sur­ 
rounds the valley. The climate is health­ 
ful. Besides this valley. Crooked River, 
Fish Lake and Clear Lake valleys are being 
settled up.

Those who have the misfortune to 
belong to the pecond claas, or the class of non-ob­ 
servers, c»n scarcely boast of any great eminence 
In fact, this class is to a great extent dep ndent for 
their very existence on their more for lunate 
brethren of the observing fraternity. I do not 
hesitate to say that our prisons, almshouses, 
lunatic asylums and the dens of vice find their 
greatest patronage from among this unfortu- 
n ito class. When a eitv is d« stroyed by fire, or 
when a train of cars fuil of passengers accidentally 
is brought to a h ilt by being te escoped and 
wrecked, then do we hear words of pity, 
hands arc wrung in anguish, the groans of 
the wounded fill our hearts with sorrowful 
emotions, and when dead after dead are brought 
from amidst the ruin the sight sof ens even the 
hardest hearts, aod all exclaim, ‘ What a pity that 
these people came to so violent and sudden a end !* 
But who cares for the millions of living human 
cattle doomed by their ignorance to live a life of 
humiliation, shame and poverty '? In whose brain 
exists the poison of dry rot? The men and women 
who do not think—who do not observe. I do not 
believe that God created such a thing as misery. I 
believe it to be a human invention, devised, manu­ 
factured and seasoned by idiots who do not think. 
Among them wi 1 be found the idle, the vicious, the 
intemperate, the criminal, the uneducated, the im­ 
moral, the useless, the improvident, the unprofit­ 
able, the unfaithful, the shiftless, the dishonest, the 
imperfect and unskillful mechanic and professional, 
the careless and stupid servant, the tramp, the 
scolding vixen, the drunken husband, the worthless 
rascal? and loafers, the quarrelsome and gossipy 
women, the lazy, dependent, poverty-stricken men.” 
He urged$ parents to remember bow much easier 
it is to implant the seed in the youthful mind than 
to create a taste for proper mental food in the adult. 
Inquisitiveness is a g ft by the Creator to "the 
child, aod the parent should never fail to respond to 
it. He drew a picture of two cash boys, one trained 
properly at home, the other neglected, and sketched 
the certain result of the labor of each. He criticised, 
secondly, the class of mothers who neglect the child 
for gossip and gadding, and the fathers who prefer 
the beer-abop or the lodge to home. All such sow 
the wind and will reap the whirlwind and bring 
their children to shaiae and themselves to humilia­ 
tion. The boy well trained at home gives evidence 
of it by his punctuality, his intelligence, honesty, 
industry and reliab • nc?~, and manifests the cultiva­ 
tion of the power* of observation. ¡Such bovs be­ 
come eelf-mistaluing and finally helps and attain 
success in life. He compared two operatives in fac­ 
tory work, out thinks, the otherjloes not. One ac­ 
complishes «anch, the other little; one acquires facility 
in action, the other i? a laggard. So, too, with sales­ 
men; one observes, thinks, learns, and ii \ profit to 
hi? employer aud lifts himself steadily ; another who 
doe^j u«#t or will not think, proves his work a loss 
t<* his employer. 
He compared the unobserv- 
fug and thoughtless to a stagnant pond, wh«» e 
uuiuvi'ing waters are poisonous; the observing 
1 and thoughtful, to a clear and sparkling «trtaua, op 


whose banks grow stately shade trees, and whose 
waters give life and joy. S 
parents think, how­ 
ever thoughtless or vicious the child, that with age 
it will change for the better, and eo neglect their 
duties. He believed with Buskin, who declares 
that lie has no patience with people who talk about 
the thoughtlessness of youth indulgently, and adds, 
“ I had infinitely rather hear of thoughtless old age 
and the indulgence due to that.” When a man has 
done his work and nothing can be materially altered, 
he may forget hit? toil and je¿t with his fate if he 
will, hut there is no excuse for willfulness of thought 
at the time when every crisis of fortune hangs on 
one’s decision. Mr. Lubin concluded thus : 
“ In conclusion, I would state that it is not neces­ 
sary for you to select any paiticnlar Lour to think 
in order to bcc me a successful man or woman. 
You must cultivate your powers of observation at 
ail times—in your house, in the street, in your 
business, anywhere, everywhere Do not allow thj 
smallest matter, the most trifling article, to pass 
before jour notice without observation. By so 
doing j:ou will not alone cultivate jour mind 
.and gain the esteem of your employers and of your 
fellow-clerks, but you will better your condition, 
and thus make j ourself and those around you 
more happy.” 
He was warmly applauded as he concluded. 
Leon Levy with the violin, and Miss Gertie Ger- 
nsh at the piano, then gave a very superior instru­ 
mental duet. 
William Kuan then projmsed “ The Ladies.” J. R. 
Shaw resjKjiidcd in a very happy speech, bringing 
out loud applause He paid a fine tribute to the de­ 
votion of wives, mothers and sister?, and the influ­ 
ence of pure and refined women opon the life of 
man.Messrs. Fellows, Burtis, Adae and Cohn then 
g a\^a vocal quartet.

Tnese are the body, which it is a duty to 
care for aud keep healthy and vigorous, but the 
potato lias life as has our bodies. Second, the 
mind that must be develop, d, but when it is, the 
man is only an educated animal, and some animals 
are quite equal to some mtii in that regard. Third* 
the ¡art that takes hold of the eternities and reaches 
out and seizes upon the future ; and the efforts of 
these g- ntlemen he understood to be directed to the 
cultivation of ail three of these [arts, and so to the 
developing of the perfect man.

N ew Y o r k , January 2d.—The Sun fur­ 
nishes I he following : The old landmark on 
Mount St. Vincent, in the northeast portion 
of Central Park, which for many years has 
been used as a hotel and restaurant, was to­ 
tally destroyed by fire to-day. 
So fierce were 
the flames, and eo quickly did they spread, 
that the occupants had barely time to escape 
with their lives and a small amount of cloth­ 
ing. The premises are extensive. The wooden 
portion was used as a wayside hotel and 
restaurant, and being very old burred like 
tinder. 
In the rear was an art gallery or 
museum built of brick.

gallery was completely gutted by the flames, 
and onlv a portion of the brick walls re­ 
mained." The hot-house suffered principally 
by the destruction of glass. The property be­ 
longed to Central Park, and the loss will 
reach $101.000; partially insured.

V o ic e .- .-A scientific doctor at the East 
advises all public singers to wear flannels, 
as flannel improves the voice. 
It is a fact 
that the wearing of flannels improves the 
voice. 
W e can tell, the moment we hear 
a public singer smg the first note, whether 
they have flannels on, or cotton or linen. 
There is something about the voice of a 
singer iu a cotton undergarment that is in­ 
describable, but to the trained ear there is 
no mistake. 
The cotton-singer’s voice 
seems to be cold and unfeeling, while the 
voice of the flaunel-singer has a warm, 
cheerful sound that makes the listener per­ 
spire. 
Another thing that has much to do 
with singing is not generally appreciated 
outside of the profession. 
It is the corset. 
A singer with a loose corset can sing 
ordinary music, hut wheu it comes to get­ 
ting away up to the high notes, the corset 
has to be tightened up.

And what has lately been reported of the 
Rev. Orlando Hyham, as an example of his 
most distinctive faculty, “ that his memory 
was such that as he read Liddell and 
Scott’s Greek Dictionary he 
destroyed 
the 
successive 
pages, 
content 
with 
having 
mastered 
their 
contents,” is 
told of Bishop Bull, at the end of a 
masterly array of 
intellectual pow ers: 
“ And as his reading was gieat, so his 
memory was equally retentive. 
H e never 
kept any book of references of common­ 
places, neither did he ever need any 
the 
writer adding that, “ together with his 
happy faculty he was blessed with another 
that seldom" accompanied it in the same 
persoD, and that was an accurate and sound 
judgm ent.” 
Memory was in a past day 
more system atically cultivated than with 
us. 
People set them selves tasks. 
Thus 
Thomas Cromwell, 
of the Reformation 
period, as a traveling task, committed to 
memory the whole of Erasmus’ Paraphrase 
on the N ew Testament. 
Bishop Sander­ 
son could repeat all the Odes of Horace, 
all T ully’s Offices, and much of Juvenal 
and Persius w ithout a book. 
Bacon al­ 
ludes to receipts 
for 
its improvement, 
as well as 
what 
herbs, iu the popu­ 
lar 
mind, 
tend 
to 
strengthen 
imper­ 
fect memory, 
as onions, 
or beans, 
or 
such vaporous food. 
Again, he writes, 
“ we find in the art of memory that im ­ 
ages visible work better than conceits” in 
impressing things on the mind. 
A fact 
which finds modern illustration in the case 
of the Fifth Avenue H otel waiter, who 
daily receives 500 hats from chance persons 
dining together in one room, and without 
any system of arrangement promptly re­ 
turns each hat to its owner, explaining that 
he forms a mental picture of the wearer's 
face inBide the hat, and that on looking 
into the hat its owner is instantly brought 
before him. 
Agaiu, to recur to Bacon’s 
speculations, he finds that “ hasty speech 
confounds memory.” 
Again—as writing 
makes an exact man, so— “ if a man writes 
little he had need of a great memory.” 
And he criticises the exercises used in the 
universities as making too great a divorce 
between invention and memory in the cul­ 
tivation of both faculties.

with their last session’s record. 
When 
broached at that time it is well understood 
to have been a preliminary toward seating 
the Democratic candidate should the con­ 
test be a nearly even one.

W ith Cornell 
in the gubernatorial chair, and all the 
State patronage in his hands, including as 
one enormous item the “ canal ” patronage 
inhering in these 400 miles of Erie Canal, 
Mr. Conkling is infinitely stronger than 
in the days when he controlled the New 
York Custom-house, and he uses his power 
like a silent, schoming despot.

If President Garfield yields it,

General Garfield will be obliged to consult 
the oracles of the future no less than the 
present, for it is conceded that he w ill seek 
to be his own successor, and will shape his 
policy to that end—and what vatioinator 
can be found able to predict truthfully 
whether in four years from now Conkling 
may not be a discrowned king in his ow n 
realms and the other wing of the party 
triumphant. 
These matters are not pro­ 


claimed on the housetops here, by any 
means, but rather spoken in a whisper among 
little knots of inside parties to the fight. 
It is further said that Mr. Conkling will 
permit no man to be Speaker of the House 
of Representatives whose views antagonize 
his own, particularly no man from his own 
State. 
The Speakership in power and 
prerogative is reaily the second office in 
the G overnm ent; itcontrols adirect patron­ 
age of $250,000 ayear, and ir directly a vastly 
greater amount. 
The V ice-Presidency is 
nothing compared to it unless the President 
dies ; and for this reason : 
The Senate 
is a continuous body, only one-third of its 
members being changed each alternate year, 
aud its committees remain composed of the 
same men, the new man slipping in at the 
foot of his predecessor’s committee. 
I he 
Vice-President in his function of Chairman 
of the Senate, has no control over the 
formation of these staid self-perpetuating 
committees. 
It is only a change of party 
administration, or the dropping out of old 
leaders, that changes even the chairman­ 
ships of the committees, and even then 
it is not done by the presiding officer. 
Hence the V ice President has little power 
or patronage—the latter extending only 
over the limited corps of employes in and 
about the Senate Chamber. 
But in the 
House of Representatives, in w hose power­ 
ful com mittees starts all legislation that 
involves money, these com mittees can be 
changed in their entire personnel every two 
years, and the Speaker has 


ABSOLUTE POWER 
To do it, lim ited only by the percentage of 
Republicans 
at d 
Democrats demanded 
upon each committee by each party, in 
proportion to their relative representation 
in the Congress. 
If you reflect that we 
are becoming the richest nation in the 
world, and that this great popular branch 
of Congress has the outlay of our vast 
revenues, you cau infer the power aud 
responsibility that envelop the Speaker’s 
chair like a shining nimbus. 
It is main­ 
tained 
that 
Senator 
Conkling 
would 
manipulate to have this high office pass 
over into W estern hands rather than to 
have it filled by any N ew Yorker not sub­ 
servient to his interests. 
Maine had it 
twelve years. 
Pennsylvania of course has 
it now ; hut she has no Republican mem­ 
ber strong enough to aspire successfully to 
its inheritance, W . D. K elley, of Phila­ 
delphia, the longest in consecutive service 
of any member of the House coming the 
nearest of his delegation to fill the bill. 
Maine, in the person of Mr. Frye, will 
doubtless make a fight for it, now that 
Eugene Hale is practically determined 
on as Hannibal Hamlin’s successor in the 
Senate, 
ami Mr. Frye therefore in the 
lurch; but Mr. Frye, while coming in the 
van of stalwart IIepublicans, lacks the ju­ 
dicial traits to preside over a parliamentary 
body. 
N ew York in her anti-Conkling 
wing has better material, in present and 
prospective service, for the Speakership, 
than either of these two States, notably 
the Hon. Frank Hiscock of the Syracuse 
District. 
H e would 
be 
an eminently 
popular speaker, somewhat after the type of 
Mr. Blaine, in favor with both sides. He is 
a man of great ability', an excellent lawyer 
and a good parliamentarian. 
The good 
temper and fairness of his arguments upon 
the floor have commended him to Demo­ 
crats aud Republicans alike. 
H e stands 
foremost at the New York bar among law ­ 
yers of middle age ; and in Congress is a 
power on the Appropriations Committee. 
He is not a candidate for the Speakership 
in the ordinary sense, but may come in as 


A COMPROMISE 
Betw’een other candidates possessing about 
evenly divided strength. 
I dwell on this 
possibility, because although of the belief 
that the Speakership might with more 
safety to the body politic be left to the 
region east of the Alleghanies. The middle 
W est is getting half drunken with power. 
If the Mississippi valley State3 shall grasp 
the Speakership, in addition to the other 
high trumps they hold, their arrogance will 
laugh to scorn the equality of the States 
under the Constitution. 
Of the W estern 
candidates 
named, 
however, 
Hon. 
Omar D. CoDger of Michigan has perhaps 
the best chances, and is probably the safest 
man. 
He is a consistent Protectionist, and 
a thoroughly well-informed parliamenta­ 
rian m the intricate code of the House of 
Representatives, 
the like of which was 
never seen elsewhere, either in the heavens 
above or in the earth beneath. 
He is also 
a veteran in the service of the House, and 
his yellow, dyspeptic, sarcastic, but not 
uneenial face, sharp, rasping voice, and 
spike-tailed coat, are almost a part of the 
palladium of our free institutions. 
There 
is a very kindly feeling toward “ old Con­ 
ger,” in spite of his combativetemperament. 
He can feel the pulse of that House (more 
accurately than any othcrRepub'ican there. 
But, on the other band, Senator Logan, 
who aspires to dominate Illinois somewhat 
as Conkling dominates New York, without 
his gigantic brain-power, but with splen­ 
did physical courage, is breathing out (po­ 
litical) threatenin g and slaughter against 
any member of the Illinois delegation iu 
the House who will vote for Mr. Conger as 
Speaker, and he has some show of reason 
for it. for after General Logan had put his 
shoulder to the wheel and helped make an 
Illinois brother of Mr. CoDger a Judge in 
the Courts, Mr. Conger came over into Il­ 
linois, at the Chicago Convention, 
aud 
made sundry blighting remarks about Sen­ 
ator Logan in that sarcastic w ay of his 
which may cost him the Speakership. 
It 
is surmised that the clement over which 
General Logan has influence, which, how­ 
ever, does not embrace the strongest mem­ 
bers of the Illinois delegation, combined 
with the Conkling element, and added to 
the preference of Iowa, may possibly be 
the means of handing over the Speaker­ 
ship to John A. Kasson, now our Minister 
to Austria. 
He was a leading member of 
the House in the former days of Republi­ 
can supremacy', but was defeated for the 
Forty-fourth Congress at the tim e of the 
Republican earthquake, the 
“ section of 
the day of ju d sm tn t,” that occurred in 
the autumn of 1874. 
He came from Aus­ 
tria this summer, long enough to run for 
Congress again from his old district, and 
was re-elected. 


n E IS A SLENDER, VIVACIOUS MAN, 
As rapid in his movements as Schuyler 
Colfax, the “ lightning Speaker,” as he is 
sometimes called in recollection. 
He is 
also a man of fine abilities in debate ; but 
he has two disadvantages. 
He has a two­ 
sided tariff record, and he is unknown to 
the younger generation of members of the 
House— those who have grown up since 
1874 
to 
be 
a 
part 
of 
the 
pow­ 
erful 
minority 
which 
has 
stood 
like 
a 
gallant 
breastwork 
against 
the 
encroachments of Democratic supremacy. 
These men intend to have a very decided 
voice in the selection of the Speaker, espe­ 
cially those now closing their first term 
and re-elected for their second, who have 
sat in silent agonies, like new boys in a 
school, unable to get the Speakers atten­ 
tion during the present term, for it is not 
customary for the Speaker to “ see 
a new 
man, no matter how conspicuously he may 
rise in his seat to ask the attention of the 
House. 
He must sit at the feet of the 
Gamaliels until he has been here at least a 
term and a half before he can expect much 
recognition. It is undeniable in this House 
that the young men have more talent than 
the older ones, and they have a tacit or­ 
ganization among themselves against voting 
in 
any 
Speaker 
who 
w ill 
not 
give 
them a fair showing on the important 
committees 
and 
a 
chance 
to 
be 
heard on the floor. This factor in the prob­ 
lem, and the tariff question, are likely to 
influence strongly the selection in December 
next. 
Still another factor, it is conceded, 
and a very important one, will be the voice 
of the press between now and then. There 
being no one member of overshadowing 
talent as there waB when General Garfield 
was in the House, and there being a bevy 
of lesser aspirants than tho3e I have 
named, it seems likely to be everybody's 
race for some tim e to come. 


ANOTHER 
POSSIBILITY. 
Still another possibility is that the hand­ 
ful of Greenbackers may organize the 
House, with the aid of Democratic votes, 
and that K elley or some one less desirable 
may then come in. 
It was a serious mis­ 
fortune that Congressman Evarts \V. Farr 
died last month. 
Great apprehension is 
felt as to whom his successor may be. 
If

elect of the Forty-seventh Congress where­

BELIGI0US EVENTS. 


N i g h t A i r .—An extraordinary fallacy 
is the dread of night air. 
What air can 
we breathe at night but night air ’ The 
choice is between pure night air from with­ 
out and fonl air from within. 
Most people 
prefer the latter—an unaccountable choice. 
What will they say if it is proved to be 
true that nearly one-half of all the dis­ 
eases we suffer from are occasioned by peo­ 
ple sleeping with their windows shut ? An 
opened window most nights in the year can 
never hurt any one. 
This is not to say 
that light is not necessary for recovery. In 
great cities night air is often the best and 
purest air to be had in 24 hours. 
I could 
better understand shutting the windows in 
town during the day than the night, for 
the sake of the sick. 
The absence of 
smoke, the qniet, all tend to make night 
the best time for airing the patient. 
One 
of our highest medical authorities on con­ 
sumption and climate has told me that the 
air in London is never so gojd as after 10 
o’clock at night. 
Always air your room 
then from the outside air if possible. 
Windows are made to open, doors are made 
to sh u t; a truth which seems extremely 
difficult of apprehension. 
Every room 
must be aired from without, every passage 
from within. 
But the fewer passagesthere 
are in a hospital the better.—[Florence 
Nightingale. 


The Rev. Louis C. Newman, for many 
years an Episcopal missionary to the Jews, 
died in Philadelphia recently. 
The Reformed Episcopal Synod of New 
York has resolved to apply for consolida­ 
tion with the Philadelphia Synod. 
The one hundred and fiftieth anniversary 
of the Congregational Church, at Trum ­ 
bull, Conn., was celebrated November ISth. 
The Church of the Moravian Indian mis­ 
sion, at New Westfield, Kansas, has been 
burned, and the missionary has published 
an appeal to friends of the woik for §400 
w ith which to replace it. 
The Baptist Theological Seminary at 
Louisville, Ky., is a busy place. 
Three of 
the Professors and fifteen of the students 
£ 
reached at different places in and about 
oui3ville a few Sundays ago. 
Dr. Ephraim Epstein, born in Russia 
and formerly a Professor in the German 
Reformed Theological Seminary at Tiffin, 
O., has been appointed a Baptist mission­ 
ary to the Russians of the Northwest. 
Three missionaries have just sailed to 
reinforce the Indian Mission of the Lu­ 
theran General Synod. 
One of them, Miss 
K atherine Boggs, is sent out by the Wo­ 
men’s Society as its first missionary. 
A movement has been started among the 
Disciples of Christ to build a church at 
W ashington. 
It is proposed to lay the 
corner-stone on the 5th of March, the day 
after the inauguration of President Gar­ 
field. 
The Cumberland Presbyterian mission­ 
aries in Japan report the baptism of two 
young men, both of whom will prepare for 
the ministry. 
One of them will graduate 
from the Osaka medical schools next Feb­ 
ruary. 
The committee on the “ country week” 
of the Boston Young Men’s Christian Asso­ 
ciation traveled more than 14,000 miles on 
railroads during the last season, conduct­ 
ing children to and from where they spent 
their vacations. 
The Methodist Episcopal Church at Salt 
Lake City is thriving. 
Twenty-two mem­ 
bers were added November 14th, and the 
attendance at the Sunday-school has in­ 
creased 33 per cent, in a month. 
The 
seminary also enjoys “ bright prospects.” 
The Baptists have seven churches for 
whites in Washington w ith about 2,000 
members, and 33 colored churches with 
more than 4,000 members. 
The woman 
have established a Women’s Baptist Home 
for Needy Women in the churches. 
Mrs. Bertha Sigler, of Osceola, Iowa, 
has given §1,000, and promised to give 
§2,000 more before this 1st of January, to 
the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, for 
building a boarding-school for girls at 
Budaon, India. 
The American College and Education 
Society has no money in its treasury, its 
officers are anxious as to whether they will 
be able to pay the next appropriations, 
which will fall due in midwinter, with 
nearly 300 students in 30 institutions 
partly dependent on them. 
The Hungarian Lutherans number 701 
pastors and 869 303 souls. 
The Slavonic 
language is used in 234 congregations, Ger­ 
man in 12S, Hungarian in 122, Swedish in 
2, and 123 congregations require several 
languages. 
Connected with the churches 
are 1,543 parochial schools. 
The one hundred and fiftieth anniversary 
of the first church of Concord, N. H., was 
celebrated a few days ago. 
The church has 
had only five pastors, and the pastorates 
of four of them covered 137 years. 
Three 
churches have been colonized from it, to 
which it has dismissed 199 members. 
A Presbyterian church of 93 members 
has been organized among the Nez l’erces 
Indians at Oakland, Indian 
Territory. 
Jim Horn, Jay Gould, and Red W olf have 
been elected elders. 
More than two-thirds 
of the tribe were present at the adminis­ 
tration of the Lord’s Supper, November 
21st. 
The President of the English Church 
Union has w ritten, in the name of the 
^Union, to the Archbishop of Paris express­ 
ing to the Roman Catholics of France the 
indignation with which its members are in­ 
spired by the proceedings which have been 
taken in France against the religious or­ 
ders. 
Lincoln University, of Oxford, Pa., a 
Presbyterian institution for the liberal ed­ 
ucation of colored youth, lias given in­ 
struction 
to 400 young men, and has 
graduated 133 from its collegiate depart­ 
ment. 
Most of them are teachers or min­ 
isters in the Southern States, and 65 have 
been ordained ministers. 
The school now 
has 113 students. 
Severinghaus’ Lutheran Almanac, for 
1881 gives for all the Lutheran churches in 
the United States, 3.177 ministers, 5,963 
congregations, and 703,3S2 communicants. 
The largest body, the Synodical Confer­ 
ence, has 1,206 ministers, 2,072 congrega­ 
tions, and 291,916 communicants. 
The 
Independent Synod have altogether S0.47S 
communicants. 
The Presbyterian mission among the 
Chippewas, at Odanali, W is., has a church 
with 75 members, and a native pastor and 
a scheol of “ bright-faced Indian boys and 
girls.” 
Two young men were lately exam­ 
ined and received as candidates for the 
ministry, and a third is licensed to preach, 
and is engaged 100 miles in the interior as 
a missionary. 
The Presbyterian mission in Formosa has 
20 congregations, with 300 members, and 
several thousand interested persons. 
The 
missionary, Mr. Maekey, has to do consid­ 
erable medical work, and has drawn 10,­ 
000 teeth from Chinese mouths with his 
own hands. 
He anticipates the conversion 
of the 3,000,000 inhabitants of the island 
with tw enty yeare. 
A camp-meeting, projected and con­ 
ducted by native Christians, was held on 
the borders of the Uyeno Park, Tokio, 
Japan, on the 12th and 13th of October. 
The services, excepting a few English 
hymns, were all in the Japanese language. 
Sermons were preached by native aud for­ 
eign missionaries. 
Five thousand persons 
were present on the second day, among 
them some officers of the Government and 
Buddhist priests. 
The Rev. G. H. Stokes, of the Ocean 
Grove 
Record, 
has 
recently 
paid 
a 
visit to Bishop Scott, the senior Bishop 
of the 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
Church, 
now 
retired 
from 
active 
service, 
at 
Odessa, Delaware. 
He is feeble, with his 
left side partly disabled from paralysis, but 
cheerful. 
His daughter and son-in-law 
live with him. 
The log house, over 100 
years old, in which he was born 78 years 
ago, stands on his premises still in good 
preservation. 
The 
language 
of 
the Thanksgiving 
proclamation of the Governor of Pennsyl­ 
vania, in which the State is spoken of as a 
“ Commonwealth of Freemen” instead of 
as a “ Christian Commonwealth,” was ex­ 
cepted to by ministers of different denom­ 
inations in the State. 
Dr. Greenwald, 
Lutheran, of Lancaster, preached a sermon 
upon it, which has been published ; and it 
was one of the topics of discussion at the 
Methodist Preachers’ Meeting in Phila­ 
delphia. 


As to the use of green in illumination, 
the amateur says that for lettering, least 
of all should green be used. 
Never, in 
deed, unless about such words as “ Hope.” 
Thep it should be inclosed in a gold bor­ 
dering and thrown up with chocolate lines, 
as unless this is done the word is hard to 
distinguish at a distance. 
Green is more 
useful in foliage bordering than in any­ 
thing else m illumination.

The Carson and Colorado road will be 
500 miles in length.

A rt Amateur for December has 
much valuable matter. 
We clip a few in­ 
teresting paragraphs : 
Ladies who employ bright colors in their 
walking attire should remember that if 
more than two colors be used the third 
should be employed in very small quantity, 
and even the second should not be too con­ 
spicuously displayed. 
Professor Camille Piton has introduced 
the timely novelty of painting in oil photo­ 
graphic likenesses on wooden palettes as 
presents or souvenirs. 
The photograph is 
saturated in water, is detached from its 
mounting, and then applied to the wood. 
By skillfully painting over it no trace of the 
application remains, and when finished the 
picture looks like an original miniature. 
I t is said that an ingenious English cler­ 
gyman recently tried the experiment of 
preaching one of Ruskin’s essays as a ser­ 
mon, changing the terms applying to art to 
others relating to morals, with a brilliantly 
satisfactory result. 
In the arts of music, 
painting and the drama, the language of 
criticism applied to one may often be used 
w ithout any change to apply to one or both 
of the others. 
I clip the following illus­ 
tration from The Evening Post's criticism 
of Sarah B ernhardt’s 
impersonation of 
“ Cam ille” : 
“ In respect of firmness of 
design, brilliancy and delicacy of treat­ 
ment, elaboration of detail and certainty 
of execution, it would be unreasonable to 
ask for anything better.” 
This language, 
it will be noticed, would apply with equal 
propriety to the criticism of a painting. 
I 
do not necessarily mean, of course, that it 
would apply to one of Sarah Bernhardt’s 
paintings.—[Montezuma. 
A correspondent of The Artist tells how 
a violoncello—usually an awkward object 
to place—may be used dceoratively so that 
the effects of its rich fine color may not be 
thrown away. 
He says : " The wall of 
the room in which my instrum ent is kept 
is distempered in faint lemon color. 
The 
violoncello, I found, would look well and 
interesting as a 
wall ornament. 
Not 
mounted, or cased, but made to stand up­ 
right, 
back 
to 
the wall, 
quite 
un­ 
sheathed. I keep it in this position by means 
of an elastic ring-band, fixed in the wall by a 
brass-headed nail, just behind where the 
‘ scroll’ comes. 
Slip the elastic over the 
curve of the ‘scroll,’ and the thing is 
done ; the viol becomes one of the best 
features of the room. 
W ith a violin there 
is no difficulty. 
I t may lie upon a table or 
piano.” 
Im itation holly-berries will 
be found 
very useful for church decoration. 
They 
can be made by dipping dried peas into a 
solution of sealing-wax varnish. 
A two- 
ounce stick of red wax is reduced to a 
coarse powder, then placed in a bottle, 
and a quarter of a pint of spirits of wine 
poured upon it. 
The wax dissolves w ith­ 
out the aid of heat, but the bottle must 
be repeatedly shaken, as the varnish cakes 
very quickly, unless attended to. 
Take 
the peas up with forceps, and dip them 
several 
times 
into 
the 
solution, 
and 
they 
will 
soon assume a scarlet 
color. 
These berries can only be used 
where they can be gummed on. 
W here 
they are to be used as bunches, a small, 
round lump can be made at the end of a 
piece of wire, of w et plaster of Paris or 
putty, and when dry dipped into this so­ 
lution. 
There are several ways of giving the ap­ 
pearance of frost upon twigs and branches 
and leaves, and as the effect produced by 
them is extremely good, they should be 
much used about the pulpit, reading desk, 
and chancel. 
The following is the most 
useful for twigs and branches : 
W ind 
round the leafless branches some untwisted 
lamp cotton ; then mix alum in the pro­ 
portion of one pound of alum to one quart 
of water, and boil until the alum is dis­ 
solved in i t ; pour the mixture into a deep 
pan, and suspend the branches to be crys­ 
tallized on wire, being careful that they do 
not touch the side of the pan, and that 
every twig is thoroughly immersed ; leave 
them twenty-four hours, and they will 
he entirely covered with imitation ice. 
For leaves sprinkle some of this liquid 
over them, when the work is finished, and 
leave untouched until quit dry. 
Crys­ 
tallized groundwork for designs and ban­ 
ners is made by laying strong white gum 
on the places to be covered, and then 
dusting crystallized Epsom salts thickly 
over it through a coarse sieve. 
Evergreen decoration can be varied by 
giving some of it the effect of being cov­ 
ered with snow. 
This is done by dipping 
the branches into gum water, and then 
into a pan of flour. 
W hen quite dry, re­ 
peat the process until the branch is thickly 
covered with flour. This procersdoes very 
well in places where the decorations are 
not to be rubbed against, bnt it will not 
stand any rough usage. 
Crosses and other 
designs can be varied by being made of 
rice, colored to im itate coral, instead of 
berries, but in this case they must be cut 
out upon thin card-board, and a quantity of 
strong gum spread over the card-board. 
The rice, dyed scarlet, is then shaken over 
the card board, more gum is then appli< <1 
and more rice added, until the surface ( f 
the cross presents a rough yet thickly 
covered appearance. 
Large designs look 
better made in this manner than small 
ones. 
Rice in its natural state is much 
used in decorating, and makes a variety, 
b at unless sprinkled over with white pow­ 
der it never looks so perfectly white and 
clean as velvet, or jewelers’ cotton wool. 
Jewelers’ wool should be gummed upon the 
design in large pieces, and when dry pulled 
out here and there so as to give the effect 
of loose masses of snow.

THEORY. 


A cold in the head can usually be cured 
in a few hours if, as soon as discovered, 
the person will sniff the fumes of ammonia 
or spirits of camphor every few minutes 
as strong as they can be borne. 
When a 
severe cold attacks the throat and lungs, 
there is no safety in neglecting it for an 
hour, for there is more or less inflamma­ 
tion of the lungs, which interferes with 
their action, rendering them liable at any 
moment to take on serious, and possibly 
uncontrollable disease. 
Go home and re­ 
main there. 
In the evening take a warm 
foot-bath, and at bed-time 
take three 
or four liver pills. 
These will stimulate 
the liver to healthy action, and promptly 
relieve the limg trouble; but it renders the 
system sensitive to renewed attacks, and, 
therefore, the greatest care should be ob­ 
served for several days not to take fresh 
colds. 
Ordinarily, no other treatment is 
necessary ; but, should the cough continue, 
have your druggist make the following 
mixture, and take one or two teaspoonsfuls 
every hour till cured : 
Glycerine, four 
ounces ; whisky, four ounces ; morphine, 
one grain. 
Sore throat can be promptly 
relieved by applying a mustard plaster, or 
“ mustard leaves,” on the front of the 
neck, over the sore spot. 
In addition the 
throat 
and meuth may be frequently 
gargled with the following m ixture: 
A 
teaspoonful of salt, a pinch of red pepper 
and a tablespoonful of vinegar. 
If found 
too strong add a little water. 
A portion of 
the gargle may be swallowed, or sipped, 
little at a time. 
Sweating has been quite 
generally recommended 
in 
the 
cure 
of colds. 
I think, however, that 
risk 
of 
taking 
cold 
afterward 
will 
more 
than counterbalance the good that may be 
expected, and, except in cases of unusual 
severity, I would not recommend it. 
The 
“ Turkish bath” has been highly recom 
mended as a cure for colds. 
With proper 
care afterward, there is no better or more 
effectual plan of cutting short a severe 
cold. 
It is not, however, necessary to go 
to a regular establishment to take such a 
bath. 
Any small comfortable room, where 
a good fire can be quickly made, will an­ 
swer the purpose. 
In the early evening 
make a good fire in the stove and close the 
doors and windows, leaving only a small 
opening for ventilation. 
Then let the pa­ 
tient put on his night clothes and lie down 
on a bed or sofa, or sit in an easy chair for 
an hour or more, with the temperature of 
the room from 90’ to 100’ F. 
Afterward 
the room should be gradually cooled to 
about 70’, and the patient should go to bed 
and remain there till morning.—[Hall’# 
Journal of Health. 


Sarah Bernhardt says that an actor 
should enter into the feelings of his part 
and leave everything to impulse. 
“ 1 be­ 
lieve th at he m ust feel every emotion just 
as fully and strongly as if it was a real 
emotion arising out of his own experience. 
He should identify himself completely 
with the character that he personates ; he 
should be for the time that character. 
He 
m ust let himself be carried away, and that 
by real feeling. 
He m ust give himself up 
entirely to his role and to his audience. 
A cting is a great and constant battle. The 
actor has to control and fascinate his 
audience by Mb passion, and he cannot do 
it if he is not himself carried away by it. 
How can he ? 
Sometimes we overstep our 
mark, but it is no m atter ; we cannot help 
it ; we can correct that and make amends 
the next night. 
That is w hat I do. 
If I 
should play the role of an insane woman I 
should become really insane, certainly dur­ 
ing all the representation. 
I think that it 
is for this reason that they have never 
given me snch roles! And I am afraid of 
them, I really am.” 
All this means, of 
course, th at gestures, attitudes and action 
should not be preconceived and prear­ 
ranged in such a way that the perform­ 
ance of the same play should vary with 
the moods and circumstances of the actors 
and not attain a standard and stereotyped 
excellence. 
I t does not mean th at the ac­ 
tor should not be thoroughly drilled in the 
habit of graceful motion and skilled in all 
recognized methods of expressing passion. 
The theory is that when the feeling cornea 
to the cultivated actor a natural and effect­ 
ive tone and gesture for expressing it will 
not be wanting. 
Sarah Bernhardt’s rea­ 
soning may be sound touching the minor 
details of a great actor’s representation ; 
but we doubt if it would be safe to apply 
it to the whole scope of a character; and 
if it were extended to the conduct of every 
member in a troupe and the whole business 
of the play, the representation would be­ 
come sirnply absurd.

BOUCICáULT’S IDEA. 


Mr. Boucicault has a new and original 
idea of what constitutes a new and original 
play. 
His new and original play, “ The 
O’Dowd,” produced at the Adelphi in Lon­ 
don recently, which was intended to prove 
that Irishmen were too good to be evicted, 
but which does tend to create the impres­ 
sion that young Ireland is very fast and 
snobbish, not to Bay profligate and crim­ 
inal, has been the subject of historic mem­ 
ories. 
Its originality is of such high qual­ 
ity that its principal scene comes from 
the “ Porter’s Knot.” 
Its novelty is so 
fresh that five years ago Mr. Shiel Barry 
played it at Dublin. What Mr. Boucicault 
seems to have mcaot was that his originality 
was quite new, and his newness quite orig­ 
inal ; that it was new originally, and at 
the same time newly original; and that 
whoever expected anything more from the 
author of “ The Shaughraun ” must him­ 
self be an original of quite a new type. 
The play has been withdrawn, and, in a 
word, Mr. Boucicault does not acknowl­ 
edge it a failure. 
He takes the matter into 
the region of “ high politics." 
This is how 
he puts it : “ Mr. Boucicault regrets to 
perceive that certain scenes in his new 
play, ‘The O’Dowd,’ continue to provoke 
expressions of displeasure from a portion 
of the audience. 
He has no wish to offend 
any one. 
He is informed by a general 
opinion that the censured scenes are ill- 
timed and ought to be omitted or their 
language changed. 
If 
the public will 
kindly refer to the annonncement with 
which the production of the ‘The O'Dowd’ 
was prefaced, it will be s^ n that the feat­ 
ures objected to are essential to the design 
and intent of the work. 
It is, therefore, 
in no captious spirit the author declines to 
alter i t ; but, rather than lose the favor of 
any of his audience, he will amend his er­ 
ror by withdrawing the plav altogether. 
Boucicault will return to New York in 
January n-xt, and will produce “ The 
O’Dowd ” on his arrival.

enlarged the pupils and imparted brilliancy.

operation was just what I had expected, 
and I paid §5 for it. 
I was also invited 
to buy the various things which the un­ 
deniably skillful woman had used on me. 
Well, my verdict op the result is simply 
this : No woman can paint without detec­ 
tion. 
Devotees of fasnion may just as well 
abandon the contrary opinion. 
I looked 
into the mirror on getting out of the chair 
and hardly recognized myself. 
My face 
was greatly changed. 
My eyes shone, my 
cheeks glowed, and there was a brightness 
and piquancy that had not been there 
when I entered. 
But this, mind you, was 
in a somewhat dimly-lighted room, where 
the work was softened and shaded. 
Ten 
minutes afterwards I met myselt in a 
street-mirror, under the full glare of a 
noonday sun. 
W ell, I was simply dis­ 
gusted. 
The painted surface looked no 
more like human skin than it did like 
sole leather; the black around my eyes was 
like strokes of charcoal; my lips had the 
unnatural red of scarlet ink. 
1 walked up 
to the glass and viewed my artificial coun­ 
tenance with a feeling of repulsion. 
It re­ 
minded me of some execrable portrait done 
in water colors.

bought a vail with which I covered the 
beautification. 
Then I went straightway 
home, and scrubbed my face until every 
trace of foreign substance was gone.

experience convinced me of the utter folly 
of paint as abeautifier, for by no possibility 
can it be put on without showing exactly 
what it is. 
Dry powder, and mighty little 
of that, is all that I advise any woman to

ut on her face. If nature has not imparted 
eauty of complexion, there is no use try­ 
ing to make up the deficiency by artifices. 
It is far better to turn our ingenuity 
toward wearing our hair becomingly, for in 
that direction a great deal of com liness 
may be commanded. 
But let pigments 
alone, unless you are content to be pretty 
in a ghastly kind of way, and at the sacri­ 
fice of all outward indications of warm 
flesh and blood.
